This nation during the past six months hns hn.il a most impressive 


lesson upon iho necessity of somo legal machinery for preserving indus- 
trial peace. 
Tin's is evident not nlono in tlio direction ol publio service 


corporations and Iho mining of coal, but also in that of other industries 
in which vast numbers of employes aro engaged, such for oxnraple, as the 
textile industries. 


The government is naturally concerned over the continuity of public 


service industries such as coal mining, railroads and various others. 
It should provide a means under which the ruilronds and all allied 
industries would givo continuous service regardless of who should be 
employed. It was for this very purpose that tho Railrond Llibor Hoard 
was originally' appointed, but a's it has failed to prevent strikes, and is 
now practically impotent in the fncg oC tho current railroad strike, it 
'must he invested with greater judicial powers in order to enable it 
enforce its decrees, at least to'the point where an appeal to n higher 
tribunal or to arbitration may 
l>o deemed advisable in any particular 


ease. 
Any suspension or crippling of the transportation system o£ 


the country is calculated to cause serious loss, inconvenience, and possible) 
suffering to tlie public. " If we are lo have the public and the country 
protected against such calamities, wo must have a tribunal-, that will 
deal with the railroads in a 
manner that 
will prevent .strikes 
and 


maintain continuous service. 
In regard to Ihe strikes in great industries 


under private management, it in obvious that the present danger of strikes 
and lockouts is ruinous alike lo employer and employed. 


What is the remedy-? 
There must he some official tribunal vested 


•with full power lo investigralc, and in Ihc absence of a voluntary Gottlo- 
ment between the parties, to fix a fair rate of wages. 
Thero are several 


modes of reaching Hint result. 
In solving this problem, we may get somo 


excellent points from Canada, which for many years past has had a law 


• which forbids strikes until nflcr an official investigation of the wages, 


Die working- conditions and the earnings of the industry affected.

PRESERVE 
INDUSTRIAL 
PEACE 


This nation during the past six months 1ms had n most impressive, 


lesson upon tho necessity of some legal machinery for preserving indus- 
trial poaco. 
This is evident not alono in tho direction of public service 


corporations and the mining of coal, hut also in that of other industries 
in which vast numbers of employes arc engaged, such for example, as the 
textila industries. 


The government is naturally concerned over the continuity of pnblio 


service industries such as coal mining, railroads and various others. 
It should provide a means under which the railroads and nil allied 
industries would {rive continuous service regardless of. who should bo 
employed. 
It was-for this very purpose that the Railroad Labor'Board 


was originally appointed, but as it has failed lo prevent strikes, and is 
now practically impotent in the face of the current railroad strike, it 
must he invested with frrc.itor judicial powers in order to enable it 
enforce its decrees, nt least to fho point where an appeal to a higher 
tribunal or to arbitration may be deemed advisable in nny particular 
case. 
Any suspension or crippling of the transportation system of 


the country is calculated to cause serious loss, inconvenience and possible, 
buffering to the public. 
If we aro to have the public and tho country 


protected ng.iinst such calamities, 
wo must have a tribunal that will 


deal with (lie railroads in a manner tlmt 
will prevent strikes 
and 


maintain continuous service. 
In regard lo tho strikes in great industries 


under private management, it is obvious that the present danger of strikes 
and lockouts is ruinous alike! to employer and employed. 


What is tho remedy? 
There must be some official tribunal vested 


with full power to investigate, and in the absence oC a voluntary settle- 
ment-between the parties, to fix n fair rate of wages. 
There are several 


modes of reaching thai result. 
In solving Ibis problem, we may get some 


excellent points from Canada, which for many years past has had a law 
which forbids strikes until afler an official investigation of the wages, 
the working conditions and the earriinps of the iruln-slry affected. 
In a 


majority of cases (tip parlies in conflict compose their differences when 
thev learn the-result of 
I ho invest if-'atinn as it clears up many misunder- 


standings nnd supplies the aclual f.'acts from which to draw conclusions. 
That is not compulsory arbilration, but it serves practically the same 
purpose by indicating whore justice lies and 
turning 
public 
sentiment 


against I he party that is shown to bo unfair. 


\Yliy is it that this counlry is so backward in framing such 
pre- 


ventive and remedial legislation? .Simply because 
our legislators 
aro 


afraid to incur Hie opposition of labor organizations; but it is very evident 
from wlial wn hnvn tuitn during the pnst few months that the strikers are 
the principal losers in every snob, conflict and 
I bat if the disputes which 


now lead lo strikes can bo spilled legally, amicably n-nd fairly, it will be 
for (he greater benefit of (be workers, (be employers nnd 
finally the
